The case, of course, will 
be immediately dismissed and as some 
mark of the court's respect for the ac- 
cused person's standing with the "pow- 
ers that be" an order will be entered 
that the public treasury reimburse him 
for his expenses and loss of time." 


If, however, the accused person 


must sadly answer that he is not a 
Progressive, the court will look scowl- 
ingly at him and announce:

JAIL AND MR. FALL 


A while ago the Post-Crescent pub- 


iished in. Opinions of Others an edito- 
rial from the- New York World-Tele- 
gram written after Mr. Fall's convic- 
tion- was sustained by the supreme 
court, advocating- that his imprison- 
ment be suspended on account of his 
age, 
some seventy-one years, and his 


physical'condition which was supposed 
to be a delicate one. "No one v/ants 
to see Mr. Fall go to jail," said the 
World-Telegram. 


Why not? And by what authority 


does the. World-Telegram speak for 
everyone? _ 


So far as age is concerned, do we 


make a practice of issuing immunity to 
offenders at three score and ten? Do 
we open up the prison doors to all in- 
mates as they arrive at that figure? Is 
that the retirement-from-prison age of 
our criminal class? 


Mr. Fall and his phj-sician claimed 


he was too ill to go to Washington to 
be resentenced recently, but impartial 
physicians appointed by the court and 
journeying to New Mexico declared 
him fit for the trip. Illness is often a 
subterfuge to defeat the law's demands 
and is used on countless occasions for 
that purpose. 


Few people at Mr. Fall's age are ro- 


bust and anyone who has held high 
station, esteem and honor would likely 
be made more ill by detection, expo- 
sure and conviction, but the only fair 
question is whether imprisonment 
•would actually make his care and 
treatment, if ill, impossible. 


Prisoners who have occupied lower 


stations in life when presenting ail- 
ments as an excuse for parole or sus- 
pension of sentence have been coolly 
told by the courts that the prisons fur- 
nished suitable hospitals for those who 
needed them. 


Mr. Fall's imprisonment cannot be
